FLAMES SWEEP 
BIG SALT PLANT. 


Fire Causes Loss of $1,275,000 
at South Chicago, Burn- 
ing Boatsand'Many ~ 


INCENDIARY IS BLAMED. 


One Man, and Possibly Two, Are 


. Thought to Have Perished, 
While Structures Are 
Near Destruction. 


South Chicago was the scene of a spectacu- 
lar and disastrous fire last night. At 7:30 
p.m an alarm was sounded from the Inter- 
national Salt company’s docks at One Hun- 


dred and Second street and the Calumet river. 


The blaze started in the engine room of the 
big plant and spread rapidly until all the 
buildings had been attacked and practically 
destroyed. It also reached three grain boats 
lying in the Calumet river, and although they 
were towed away all were burned to the 
water’s edge. 


Two Men May Be Dead. 


$1,275,000 the fire is thought to have cost one, 
possibly two, lives. James O’Shea, a Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern car inepector, 
is missing and is believed to be dead. John 
McCue, an employé of the salt company, has

The fire threatened to spread to a number 
of elevators along the river, and to other 
large manufacturing plants, but under the di- 
rection of Chief Musham the firemen prevent- 
ed any serious damage. 


Suspect Discharged Workmen. 
Officials of the company believe the fire was 
set by discharged workmen. Although it 
started in the engine room there was no one 
at work there and no fire in any part of the 
plant except in the cooperage department 
and in a shed near the east side of the 
‘grounds, where the hoisting machines are 


] placed. Within the last two days five or six 


small fires of suspicious origin had started, 
each time at the south end of the plant. 

The buildings of the International com- 
pany’s plant covered nearly sixteen acres, 
extending along the Calumet river. The 
‘main structures were three sheds, two ex- 
tending east and west and the third north 


} and south. The two larger of these were 
} each 1,500 feet long and 800 feet wide. The 


third was 500 feet square. In these were 
stored 400,000 tons of salt and two-thirds 
of this is thought to be ruined. 


Like a Mighty Bonfire, 

The fire was discovered by a watchman in 
the Rialto elevator, south of the salt com- 
pany’s plant. He turned in an alarm, but 
before the engines arrived the first of the big 
sheds was a mass of flames. The first alarm 
was followed by a general alarm, and after 
Chief Musham arrived two additional calls 
for engines were sent in. The sheds were 
‘constructed of pine boarding, the roofs being 
of tarred paper, and this inflammable mate- 
rial was easy prey for the flames. 

Leaping across a slip sixty feet wide, be- 
tween the salt works and the Peavey eleva- 
tors, the fire attacked three grain boats tied 
up to the Calumet and Peavey elevator docks. 
Tugs were hurried to move the boats into the 
river, but the fames had swept through the 
barges and when they .werein the middle of 
the river they had to be abandoned. The 
flames, mounting to the tops of the masts, 
made the spectacle a striking one for the 
thousands of spectators gathered along the 
banks of the river. Two of the boats be- 
longed to the Peavey and one to the Calumet 
Grain company. 


Almost 125 Freight Cars Burn. 

One hundred and fifty freight cars were 
standing on the tracks within the company’s 
plant loaded with salt ready for shipment. 
When the fire began to spread switch en- 
gines were hurried into the yards and the 
cars were moved as rapidly as possible. 
Finally the engine crews refused to continue 
at their work, and fully seventy-five cars

To the east of the plant, near the river, 
were fifty cars, belonging to the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railroad, all loaded 
with salt. The flames attacked these, and 
all were destroyed before they could be 
moved. 


Think One Man at Least Dead. 
After the switch engine crews had fled 
from the intense heat O'Shea ventured into 
the salt company’s yard to secure the num- 
bers‘of the burning cars. He was not seen 
| afterwards, and early this morning the police 
decided that he had been overcome by the 
smoke and gas fumes and had perished. The 
second missing man, McCue, who lives at 
9132 South Chicago avenue, was employed 
in the salt company's yards, with a number 
of other men. All have been accounted for 
but McCue, who is missing. 

In the midst of all the fire four firemen 
were nearly drowned. The gypsum com- 
pany’s docks were blazing, and Pipemen 
Manher, Keating, Keats, and White dragged 
a hose along the edge of the slip. A floating 
log threw them into the water, and their 
heavy clothes dragged them down so they 
were rescued with difficulty. 

There were many narrow escapes from 
falling wreckage. Once Marshals Driscoll 
rand Pazen were hurrying along near the 
slip when a beam fell froma shed. It missed 
Driscoll, but Pazen was knocked into the 
water. Firemen nearby rescued him. 


Morton Talks of Done. 

Of the fire and the loss inflicted Mark Mor- 
ton said: 

“The buildings themselves were worth 
probably $200,000, but we had af least 400,000 
tons of salt on hand, worth $2.50 a tom What 
with the charred timbers and the water 
mixed with it now there will be no more than 
one-third salvage, and if it rains before we 
can get what is left stored away none of it 
can be saved. The insuranceon the building 
and contents, however, will cover our loss.” 

To the north of the salt company’s. plant 
are the buildings of the United States Gyp- 
sum company, covering nearly ten acres,

Thinks Youths in West Ohio Street 

, Will Be Impreved by Better Sur- 
roundings, So Uses All His Wiles to 
‘Have It Laid with Asphalt—His Plan 
Succeeds When a Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollar Contract Is Let— 
Some Facts About Jerry. 


“Jerry” won his first game of city hall 
politics yesterday—at the age of 9. The street 
on which he lives will be paved with asphalt. 
That is his victory. He hopes the boys will 
be so impressed by the dignity of smooth, 
clean pavement that they will become con- 
verts to municipal cleanliness and won't 
tramp down the flower beds in the neighbor- 
hood. 

After awhile, when “he gets more ‘wind,”

For several years he has been 
simply “‘ Jerry” to the city officials. Asa 
city hall wire pullér he has acquired dignity, 
and is now Jerry Ungra of Union and Ohio 
streets, a pupil of the Montefiore school, 
where he “never sasses the teacher and 
never tells a lie, if he can help it.” 


To Spend $300,000 on Paving. 
The board of local improvements yesterday 
let the contract for $300,000 worth of asphalt 
improvements, and “Jerry's street” was 
among them. His position as a man of in- 
fluence ‘in the hall” has been established. 
When “Jerry” first came into the corri- 
dors with a bunch of papers almost as large 


| as himself there were many indications that 


he was seeking a haven of refuge from older 
boys in the streets. 
Out of an extremely dirty face, on which 
there were some traces of tears as the re- 
sult of a tussle in the street, looked a pair of 
great brown-black eyes. As he was about 
knee high to Mayor Harrison, one had to 
look closely to find him at all, and business 
was not flourishing until he acquired courage. 
It was Jerry's pair of eyes which first won 
him friends. As he found customers he de- 
veloped piratical tendencies, and soon be- 
came noted as the most high handed free- 
booter in the hall. But his work was never 
coarse; it showed Italian handiwork. 


Jerry’s Work Is Artistic. 


left out of a nickel after an evening paper 
had been purchased. He would look care- 
fully and wistfully at the nickel and say:

Mourning could not be allowed to interfere 
with business. 

As he came to know more about the hall 
his business instincts asserted themselves 
again and he made paper selling a business 
and the seeking of gifts a side issue. At 
length he learned that in one office “ they 
bossed’’ the paving of streets, and then 
Jerry became ambitious. 


Jerry Acquires an Aimin Life. — 

Several times the people in his neighbor- 
hood have started flower beds, but the boys 
in the neighborhood have trampled them 
down. They also have demolished fences 
and Jerry figured out that it was because 
they lived on a street which had crumbling 
cedar block pavements. If they could only 
get a smooth pavement he knew things 
would be better. 

Bo he made himself particularly friendly 


to President Lynch of the board of local im- 


provements and to Secretary John A. May 
and pleaded for his street. When Jerry works 
his smile as well as his eyes there are apt 
to be results. Many of the women in the 
hall have been his friends—he is what they 
call ‘‘a cute little boy.’’ 

Jerry worked his persuasive 
the men for months. Last week he learned 
that a number of contracts were to be let 
yesterday. On Sunday afternoon Miss 
Louise Chandler, recorder of the board, 
found Jerry and another little boy from 
his neighborhood—Sullivan Lange, also aged 
S—at her doorstep in Forty-seventh street. 
They had journeyed all the way from West 
Ohio street to the south side to secure her 
influence for the paving of West Ohio street. 

‘“If you will pavé the street we can have 
gardens,” Jerry said to her as he had said 
to the board members. She promised to do 
what she could. 

Yesterday the board let the contract for 
the paving of the street. Jerry’s triumph 
has only one flaw in it. 

‘‘T’m afraid the boys’ll spin their tops on 
it an’ crack ft,” he said. Then, being elated, 
he added; ‘‘ And when I get enough wind 
I'l play the cornet in the band.” 


Five Miles of Work Ordered. 

In all contracts were let for the paving 
of five miles of street with asphalt. The 
most important are: 

Wood street, from Kinzie to North avenue. 

Union street, from Sixteenth to Twenty-second., 

Aberdeen street, from Van Buren to Polk. 

Newberry avenue, from Taylor to Sixteenth, 

Ohio street, from Union to Center avenue. 

The work will be begun this spring, and it 
is expected to be finished before next winter.

LABOR SIEGE AT 
DEERING PLANT. 


Striking Employes Guard 


.Ranks Are Growing 
Rapidly. 


MAY ASK ARBITRATION. 


Girls Prove the Most Enthusias- 
tie and Declare They Will 
Fight to the Last

The attack of organized labor on the har- 
vester combine centered on the north side 
plant of the Deering company, which was 
besieged by the strikers yesterday. At 
night they deelared that over 2,000 employés 
had left their places and that 1,500 more 
would join the fight today. 

The plant was closely guarded by police- 
men and every gate was watched by pick- 
ets. All who entered or left were chal- 
lenged, though peaceably. Before dusk every 
employé had been approached and the strike 
leaders declared that the prospect of a gen- 
eral tieup was assured. 

The trouble, labor men ohy, is the most 
serious the Deering company has experi- 
enced since 1886. The opening of the plant 
in the morning found the strikers fairly well 


organized, and with a plan of campaign. By 
noon the twine, punch, bolt, and shipping 
rooms were forced to close. 


More May Strike Tonight. 


_ Discontent became apparent in the other 
departments, and the men clamored for their | 
business agents to order them out. To ap- 
pease, these demands meetings were an- 
nounced for tonight, whenevery union mem- 
ber will be asked to vote on a general strike. 
News of the growth of thestrike fever gave 
rise to a rumor that the company had de- 
cided to head it off by ordering a shutdown. 
This announcement was received with dis- 
may by the strike leaders, who had planned 
to have the executive board of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor take up the trouble and 
try to adjust it. Representatives were sent 
to President Schardt and stated their case.

Girls Formed Into a Union. 
Among the strikers yesterday interest cen- 
tered in the women and girls who forced the 
closing down of the twine department. They, 
with the men strikers, held a meeting at the 
Social Turner hall, Belmont avenue and 
Paulina street, where they formed the first 
twine workers’ union in the country. Be- 
fore night it had over 600 members, had 
elected officers, and made plans for war. 
The girls were in charge of M. J. Deutsch 
of the Building Material Trades council, who 
will watch over their interests until the 
trouble is settled.

Each girl to receive $1.55 for nine hours’ work at 
ten machines. For night work 15 cents is to be 
added to every dollar. No girls under 16 years to 
be employed, and those learning the work to re- 
ceive some recompense during training. - 

Balling girls in preparing rooms—Pay by the 
day. Bach girl to receive $1.50 for nine hours 
work, double time for overtime.

In addition the girls want better working 
conditions. They declare that they are 
forced to work standing up and are fined 
from 3 to 28 cents if caught resting. They 
assert that the conditions of the waiting 
rooms are not all that can be desired and 
they want the company to-prevent the men 
from swearing in their presence. 

Miss Smith said the company had offered 
some of the girls $1.65 a day if they would go 
back to work and drop their union, but that 
all had refused. 

The men strikers are being offered mem- 
bership in old organizations. The metal 
workers, who opened the fight on Monday, 
took in 800 new members yesterday, and 
Business Agent J. J. O’Donnell declared last 
night that he had over 1,300 on strike. 

The machinists, coremakers, iron molders, 
blacksmiths, and engineers and firemen did 
not join in the strike yesterday, although 
individuals quit work on their own accord. 


Quiet at McCormick Works. 

At the MoCormick reaper works the strike 
made no progress. The leaders assert that 
over 500 men are out, but this is denied by 
officials of the company. They declare that 
the only ones of their employés not working 
are those discharged because of iack of 
work. Said Supt. Swift: 

Seventy-one men were out at the Mc- 
Cormick works at noon. Of this number nine 
returned in the afternoon and forty-one addi- 
tional did not report for work after dinner. 
In a total employment of about 7,000 men 
| 100 absentees is not unusual. The manage- 
ment does not expect the employés to be ab- 
sent in any unusual numbers tomorrow, as 
there has been no demand for any increase 
in wages or for shorter hours. As has been 
the custom in the past, the number of em- 
ployés from now until harvest time will be 
gradually decreased, to be taken on again

Bliss Scoffs at Charges. 

The men who declared that they had 
no hand in bribery included Col. B. R. 
‘Bliss, general counsel of the Chicago City 
railway, whom Hinman had involved by 
telling of a visit made by Bliss to a Chicago 
bank, and later in the day conferring with 
Representatives Nohe and Mitchell. He 
scoffed at the charges and made explana- 
tions of what Mr. Hinman regarded as sus- 
picious circumstances.

Lindly Says "T'was a Joke. 

Cicero J. Lindly was indignant at the story 
told on him by his friend Hinman. He said 
a jocular remark that no one should have 
construed seriously had been used by the 
editor as proof of his charge of bribery. Lind} 
ly had heard a rumor of a $200,000 fund to 
boom the Mueller bill, but did not deem & 
credible. Going to a room where several. 
leaders were he jokingly said he hadto lave 
the rotunda, as he might be tempted, thag- 
Mueller bill votés were quoted as high as 
$10,000, This was all there was to it, and be 
did not think any one had deemed it other 
than a bit of humor. 

Emphatic denials were also entered by 
State Treasurer Busse, Edwin Burritt 
Smith, and Senator Campbell. : 


Organization Is Wrecked. 

Although all the evidence brought out in 
the investigation has failed to prove in the 
slightest way the bribery charge, it has had 
two important results. It has set men high 
in the “ organization’ ranks against each 
other until they have become seemingly foes 
and it has resulted in a combine of members 
of the assembly that is determined to keep 
a check on the governor and not give him 
last chance to kill or make laws. 


Mueller Bill to Pass. 

At a caucus of house thembers and others 
during the evening it was decided to force 
through the Mueller bill, and then, when all 
the work of the session was completed; to 
take a recess of ten days or two weeks. The 
legislature then would reassemble, find 
whether or not the governor hed vetoed 
measures the lawmakers wanted, and, if 
thought best, pass these bills over the veto.. 


More Proof of the Combine. 

All the developments have made it still 
plainer that Gov. Yates, William Lorimer, _ 
and George W. Hinman have been banded to- 
gether to stop all municipal ownership legis- 
lation at this session.

The most indignant denial given to Hin- 
man’s testimony was by the next witness, 
Cicero J. Lindly. Cicero was not only out- 
raged at the position he had been put in 
by the men whom he thought were his 
friends but he had some difficulty in explain- 
ing his position to the committee, inasmuch 
as in doing so he had to discredit Speaker

Nohe an Air Castle Builder. 


When Augustus W. Nohe appeared before 
the committee the first question asked was: 
“ What is your business?” 

“A contractor,”’ responded Representative 
Nohe. “ My contracts just at present are 
regarding the building of air castles.” 

Nohe then went on to say he had been in 
Col. Bliss’ office on the afternoon of April

Summers,”” Manager 
Gifford of the hotel sent clerks to the county 
hospital, who identified the body of Simonds 
as that of,the man who had registered as 


Summers.

HEAR OF SMALLPOX FIND. 


BEFORE BOSTON PHYSICIANS. 


Gives Credit fer Aid to Walter Remsen 
Brinkerhoff, Who Spent a Winter 
Among Patients in a Hovel in Bos- 
ton Harbor, and to George Burgess 

* Magrath for Labors at Detention 
Hospital—Rabbits and Monkeys Ex- 
perimented On. | 


Boston, “April 28.—[Special.J—Dr. Will- 


in the Harvard Medicai school, made a for- 
mal statement this evening to the Boston 
Society of Medical Science announcing the 
d ry of the cause of smallpox. 

The cause, as told in a recent dispatch to 
THE TRIBUNE, has been determined to be 
the protozoa, the lowest form of animal life. 

The honor of making this discovery is 
divided. Dr. Councilman, who thade the for- 
mal announcement, tonight gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“This announcement is the outcome of an 
investigation conducted by Drs. Councilman, 
George Burgess Magrath, and Walter Rem- 
sen Brinckerhoff, with the codperation of 
the Boston board of health, during the recent 
epidemic of the disease in this city. It has 
been determined that smallpox is caused by 
a micro-organism representative of the low- 
est form of animal life. This fact serves to 
relate the disease with a, and to dis- 
tinguish it from many other infectious dis- 
eases, Caused by minute forms of vegetable 


Work Pursued for Years. 


Dr. Councilman was given an ovation by 
the audience of medical students. He did 
not give many details, but said the work 
had been going on since 1901. As Boston 
has suffered severely from smallpox for sev- 
eral years there has been aboundant oppor- 
tunity to study the disease. Dr. Brincker- 
hoff of the city hospital staff lived among 
smallpox patients in Boston harbor for sev- 
eral weeks in a habitation hardly worthy 
of being called a shelter in order to gather 


sued his investigations. 

Last winter much the same observations 
were made in an outbuilding near the de- 
tention hospital in this city, he said. Dr. 
Magrath worked night and day in preparing 
matter for laboratory investigations, and 
skillfully it has proved, for the results have 
been fruitful. 


Try Disease on Monkeys. — 


He told how rabbits and monkeys were ex- 
perimented upon. Upon inoculation or ex- 
posure to smallpox rabbits have disease simi- 
lar to smallpox, but it is not smallpox. The 
monkey, however, representing a higher form 
of life, was affected much the same as a 
human being, and had smallpox practically 
in the same stages that man suffers. 

Dr. Councilman told how research in the 
field of bacteriology was first exhausted 
without finding the cause ofthe disease. 
Then, falling back on anatomy, thé research 
was continued, and it was finally decided, 
after repeated experiments, that an organ- 
ism, the protozoa, was the gause of the dis- 
ease. A protozoa belongs to the animal 
kingdom, and so the field for further investi- 
gation is pathological rather than bacteri- , 


ological. 
Makes Diagnosis Easy. 

Dr. John H. McCollom, instructor in con- 
tagious diseases at the Harvard Medical 
school and the head of the south department 
of the Boston City hospital, is most enthus- 
iastic regarding tke investigations of Dr. 
Councilman. Said he: 

*“‘Any one will immediately see the great 
advantage of this, for with definite knowl- 
edge of the protozoa which causes smallpex . 
it will be possible to diagnose the disease 


is examined it is possible for me to take a 
stain of his blood and by the microscope as- 
certain whether he has smallpox or not. 
Suppose, instead of waiting fourteen days 
for the eruptions to appear, I find the small- 
pox organism in the blood. Then I am able 
to say: ‘This patient has smalipox; there 
is no doubt about it.’ If it is possible to 
make the diagnosis early much valuable 
time is saved, and it gives us a great op- 
portunity to obtain a cure.”

to South America. 

The state department has protested to the 
‘Brazilian government against granting the 
proposed concession, and Minister Thomp- 
son has been authorized to say the United 
States might be inclined to meet any such 
hostile concessions with active retaliation. 
The department has been notified that a firm 
in Pernambuco has successfully put through 
the lower house of the Brazilian congress a 
concession which carries the exemption of 
the milling company’s property from all

Edison employs an air blast to separate 
the gold from the gravel and other impuri- 
ties. Like most of his inventions, this one 
is simple. Cloyd M. Chapman, who made the 
préliminary experiments at Santa Fé,N. M., 
three years ago,.today at the Edison labora- 
tory at Orange, N. J., told of the plant es- 
tablished at the Ortiz mine in New Mexico, 
which is thirty-five miles from Santa Fé, in 
an arid desert. 

As a business proposition this experiment 
was not a succéss, because this particular 
spot is not as rich in gold deposits as was 
supposed. As a demonstration of the fact 
that Edison’s idea is practical, however, 
it was a success. Preparations are being 
made to open plants at other points in Lower 
California, Arizona, New Mexico, and Mex- 
feo, and the machinery is now being con- 
structed. ‘The old player system with the 
hydraulic stream got out 75 per cengof the 
gold, but by Edison's system of dry washing 
it is said 98 per cent of the gold is saved.

BUILDER OF OREGON IS DEAD. 


Irving M, Scott, Former Head of Union 
- Iron Works of San Francisco, 
_.. , Killed by Kidney Trouble. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 28.—Irving M. 
Scott, who for many years wae vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Union iren 
works, died at his home in this city this aft- 
trnoon. He had been in poor health for some 
time and a few days ago he was stricken 


with. alarming-symptoms. Mr. Scott 


long been a sufferer from kidney troubles. 
Mr. Scott was widely known as “ the man 
who built the Oregon.’ The record breaking 
trip of the battleship arourfd Cape Horn in 
tht Spanish-American war attracted worid 
wide attention to the head of the shipyard.

‘GOV. DEFOREST RICHARDS of Wyom- 

ing died at his home in Cheyenne yesterday 
of aciite kidney disease.

After 
finishing his schooling at Phillips Andover 
academy, he went to Alabama and engaged 
in cotton raising.

WHITAKER WRIGHT CASE HEARD 


Argument Is Begun in the Supreme 
Court in Fight for Extradition. 
of Londoner. : 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—In the Unfted 
States Supreme court the hearing in the 
extradition case of Whitaker Wright was 
begun today, Samuel Untermeyer appear- 
ing for Wright, Charles: Fox representing 
the British government, and Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hoyt the United States. 

The case comes here on appeal from an 
order of the United StatesCircuit court for 
the southern district of New York dismiss- 
ing writs of habeas corpus and certiorari 
issued on Wright's petition, and denying 
his application for releage on bail. 

Mr. Fox claimed that the crimg with which 
Wright is charged—viz.: that of fraud as 
the director of a company—is extraditable 
under the provision of the extradition treaty 
between the United States and Great Britain, 
which specifies among extraditable offenses 
that of *“‘ fraud by a bailee, banker, agent, 
factor, trustee, or director or member or 
officer of any company made criminal by 
the laws of both countries.” 

Mr. Untermeyer, speaking for Wright, 
contended that the complaint does not state 
sufficient facts to constitute any crime 
which is extraditable within the meaning 
of any of the treaties between the United 
States of America and the united kingdom 
of.Great Britain and Ireland, and that there 
is no allegation or statement in the com- 
plaint which indicates that the offense 
charged in this complaint or warrant con- 
stitutes a crime under the laws of both 
countries. 
Solicitor General Hoyt had just begun 


his argument when the court adjourned for 


the day.

USUAL NEXT YEAR. 


Association Decides: to Assume the 
Burden for Another Year «and 
Leases the Auditoriam — Bailding 
Fand Project to Be Centinued, the 
Trustees Hoping the $340,000 Deficit 
Will Be Raised by Citizens Soon— 
Statement Is Issued to the Public. 


Chicago will have its Thomas concerts 
next seasonand in the Auditorium. This 
was the decision of the Orchestral associa- 
tion, which met ¥esterday at noon in Bryan 
Lathrop's office in the Old ‘Colony building. 
It was agreed also to continue the effort to 
secure a $750,000 building fund with which 
to erect an exclusive home for the associa- 
tion. The amount already [pledged is $410,- 
000, leaving $340,000, which the trustees look 
to the people to contribute ‘soon. 

‘That we have failed to raise the entire 
$750,000 should not be taken to mean that 
the project is a failure,’ paid Max Baird, 
secretary of the auxiliary “On 
the contrary. so far as it has gone the move 


pression among the public that In case the 
entire sum is not raised within the specified 
time some one will step in and contribute 
enough money to bring it to the required 
amount. This is a mistake, and nothing 
shows it more clearly than today's action 
of the trustees. We need every little sub- 


scription.”’ 


Trustees Issue a Statement. 


The decision, with their reasons and hopes, 
was set forth in a statement issued by the 


reads in part as follows: 

“To the Public: At the urgent request 
of many of the friends and warm supporters 
of the orchestra We have decided to engage 
it for another year in order to complete the 
work of raising the fund of $750,000, which 
has been so well begun. It is contended by 
those of largest experience in such work 
that the time allowed was too short for the 
raising of so great:‘a sum, and that we have 
accomplished more than has ever before 
been done in Chicago in the same time, and 
that no other. cause but the world’s fair has 
ever aroused such deep and general interest. 

‘“‘It was the intention of the Orchestral 
association to disband the orchestra at the 
close of this season if the endowment was 
not fully; subscribed; but the interest has 
been so great and so widespread that we feel 
that it would be an injustice to the people 
not to take more time for the work, if by so 
doing we can save to Chicago its magnificent 
orchestra. 

‘*‘Some of the old friends of the orchestra 
have therefore agreed to guarantee the 
amount required to meet the deficit for one 
year in order to give more time to raise the 
balance of the orchestra fund and to perfect 
the plans for a monumental building and a 
beautiful hall. | 


Will Not Appeal Again. 

“It is understood and agreed that this is 
the last time that any appeal shall be made 
to pay a deficit or for the temporary support 
of the orchestra. We have secured the Au- 
ditorium for next season. If the fund had 
all been subscribed by this time it would 
still be necessary to engage the orchestra 
to play for another year in the Auditorium, 
since many months should be given toa care- 
ful study of the plans for the new building 
and hall. It is for this reason, essential to the 
success of the new hall, that the balance of 
the fund shall be fully subscribed as soon 
as possible. 

‘Those who do not themselves care for 
music must at Teast care to make Chicago a 
more attractive home for people of taste 
and refinement, and to remove from our 
town the stigma of being as vulgar and sor- 
did as it Is ‘and prosperous, and they 
should refiect that it is to their interest to 
have here some of those attractions which 
have helped to draw all people to the chief 
cities of Europe.

The Greek fruit peddler 
‘who was arrésted the other day for injur- 
ing @ girl with a brick which he had thrown 
at a-¢rowd of boys who had been stealing 
his fruit and stoning him because he ob- 
jected has learned that if a mob of boys 
—svislies to steal his apples and then stone 
him “just for fun,” he must allow them 
to do it. He will be punished for giving 
“way to his temper when his property was 
stolen. The boys will not be punished. 
They were just having fun. i 
When it comes to breaking into a place 
of sacred worship and destroying every- 
thing it contains “* just for fun” the irre- 
pressible craving of the youthful nature 
for fun should be restrained in a manner 
that will be understood. 


“THE SOUTHERN EDUCATION CONFERENCE. 
» The conference for southern education, 
the sixth which has been held, has just 
completed its sessions at Richmond, Va., 
and it is gratifying to observe that it has 
been more harmonious and successful than 
any of its predecessors and that its discus- 
sions and results have been accepted with 
enthusiasm by almost the entire south. 
This is proof that the prejudices once ex- 
mting against the southern educational 
movement, which had its origin in the north, 
have been dissipated and that the southern 
peopie are realizing that the movement is 
not intended for the advancement of social 


equality between whites and blacks, but: 


for the education of the blacks so that they 
may better care for themselves in the strug- 
gle for existence and is also for the educa- 
tion of the whole mass of illiterate whites. 
This being true, it is not strange that 

| the question of negro education was the 
“burning” one in the conference, though 
“the question of educating illiterate whites 
was not neglected by any means. It was 
gratifying to note that the conference was 

in favor of negro education and of opening 
negro schools. No opposition was mani- 
fested to it in a conference in which the 
large majority of those in attendance were 
southern men and in which only two out 
pf ‘the list of speakers on a program con- 
taining scores of names of educators were 
northerners. There was little or no polit- 
‘feal diseussion and evidently little desire 
for it. The conference throughout the 
-geasion evidently felt the importance 
of advancing’ the solution of the prob- 
lem of “the hegro and earnestly and 
conscientiously gave itself to the dis- 
cussion of his eduection as the most 
effective factor in that solution. Mr. Car- 
ie’s handsome donation ‘to Tuskegee 
itute came, therefore, at an opportune

CAPITAL AND LABOR 
The sentiments regarding the proper re- 
lations of capital and labor uttered by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at Omaha day before yes- 


ence.. He pleaded with capitalists and 
workingmen to deal with matters which in- 
terest them both free from arrogance on 
the one side and devoid of envy on the 
other. He scored the demagogue who en-, 
deavors to excite class hatred as the worst 
enemy of the class whose champion he pre- 
tends to be. He said—and no one will dis- 
pute it—that “in the long run, and as a 
whole, we are going to go up together, or 
go down together,” aud hence the neces- 
sity for honesty and common sense in deal- 
ings between capital and labor, whose in- 
terests are so inextricably interwoven. 

It is said that the president's theme was 
Suggested to him by citizens of Omaha, 
who hope words coming from his lips in 
behalf of industrial peace will serve to 
avert the industrial strife which it is feared 
will begin in that city May 1. There are 
apprehensions of a number of strikes on 
that day and of stormy times. It is to be 
hoped that the president’s remarks will 
have a good influence. They were cheered 
by those who heard them, and their wis- 
dom will not be questioned by those whd 
read them. It is to be feared that not all 
the men who should be influenced by the 
president’s advice will pay attention to it.

fuse to listen to good advice, even wheu 
it comes from a president of the United 
States. Even if the Omaha papers act on 
the suggestion of the president, and print 
for the instruction of their readers the 
concluding portion of the report: of the 
anthracite strike commission—which cer- 
tainly makes excellent reading—labor men 
who have formulated demands and em- 
ployers who have refused to accede to them 
may fail to read the report, and if they do 
read it may decline to admit that it lays 
down a rule of action for them. 


in the premises. It devolves now on the 
municipal authorities of Omaha, the busi- 
ness men, and all good citizens who are 
interested in the preservation of indus- 
trial peace to take the matter into their 
hands and make a united effort to pre- 
vent damaging strikes or to settle them 
speedily. The whole community will be 
affected by the threatened strikes. It 
should do something besides asking the 
president for a kindly word. 
make a concerted effort to reconcile local 
capital and local labor. 


THE ALABAMA CASE. 

The decision of the Supreme court of 
the United States denying the relief asked 
for by a colored citizen of Alabama who 
was not allowed to register as a voter un- 
der the new constitution of the state does 
not appear to be an affirmation of the con- 
stitutionality of provisions which discrimi- 
nate against the black men by allowing 
illiterate whites to be. registered and to 
vote while illiterate blacks are denied the 
privilege. The case submitted to the court 
does not seem to have been presented in 
such a manner as to bring before the court 
directly, in the opinion of a majority of 
the judges, the lack of uniformity and con- 
sequent unfairness of the suffrage provis- 
ions of the new Alabama constitution. 

A state can disfranchise all paupers or 
criminals, or all who cannot read and write. 
If one ‘of the disfranchised men applies 
for relief to the United States Supreme 
court he will be told that it does not inter- 
venue in political questions such as his. 
Where wrongs are political, remedies must 
be sought at the polls and not in a court. 

Presumably the Supreme court justices 
are not solicitous for an opportunity to 
pass on the delicate and grave questions 
involved in the attempt of some southern 
states to discriminate between white and 
black men and against the latter in defin- 
ing suffrage qualifications, but whenever 
the questions are clearly and distinctly pre- 
sented to the court it will not hesitate to

What meaning shall be given to the 
phrase “ distinctively educational’’? This 
is a question which may be of no particular

According to a certain rule of the Chi- 


may be leased after schoo) hours for pur- 
poses. which may commend themselves to 
the superintendent of schools as having a 
“ distinctively educational’ value. Under 
this rule the buildings have been leased for 
concerts, lectures, “‘ entertainments,” and 
other instructive and improving affairs. 

It appears now, however, that the phrase 
“ distinctively educational ” has a narrower 
content of meaning to the superintendent 
of ‘schools than it has to a great many of 
his fellow citizens. The South Park Im- 
provement association, for instance, want- 
ed a schoolroom for its annual meeting. It 
was willing to pay the ordinary fees. The 
committee on buildings and grounds, repre- 
senting the board of education and acting 
on the'recommendation of the superin- 
tendent of schools, held that it had no au- 
thority to grant the use of a schoolroom 
for any such purpose as that indicated by 
‘the petitioners in question. The annual 
meeting of the South Park Improvement 
association was not an occasion to which 
the phrase “distinctively educational ” 
could be applied im any truthful sense. 

This statement would conform more 
closely to the facts if, instead of the word 
‘*truthful,” one substituted the word “ tra- 
ditional” or the word “academic.” An 
improvement association, with its conetant 
emphasis on civic responsibility and its 
constant discharge of civic duty, occupies 
‘a field as distinctively educational as any 
that could suggest itself to the average un- 
traditional and unacademie citizen. It is 
taking liberties with the word “ education ” 
in its modern meaning to confine it to those 
intellectual exertions which are outside the 
sphere of practical endeavor. Is it “ educa- 
tional” to listen to a lecture on Horace’s 
use of a particular meter, and is it not 
“educational” to attend a meeting of an 
association for the improvement of local 
living conditions? 

Bat, says the traditional and academic 
person, the meter is in the realm of mind: 
local living conditions are in the realm of 
matter, To which the following answer is

STOPPING SCORCHING IN NEW YORK. 

Chicago automobilists must excite the 
envy of their fellows in other cities by their 
immunity from control and legislation, 
Like the medieval guilds, they are a law 
unto themselves, and by right of possession 
have the freedom of the city.

Substantially, auto- 
mobiles may go twenty miles an hour in the 
country, but there are proper regulations 
about crossings and frightened horses, 
while the fines increase with each offense.

the owner’s license. It is absurd for auto-_ 


mobilists to regard the plain numbering of 
their machines as an affliction. If they

MPEROR WILLIAM is the only 

monarch of the old world who each 

’ year goes into a species of religious 

retreat. This lasts for several days, 

and during it he secludes himself from 

the world and from matters mundane in the 

castle of Wartburg, famous as having been 

the place where Martin Luther, while in 

refuge there from his numerous enemies, 

translated and wrote the version of the bible 

nowW in use throughout Protestant Germany 
and known as the Lutheran bible. 

The room. which Luther occupied in the 
castle is the bourne of many a pilgrim 
to this day, and the hole in the wall, said to 
have been made by him hurling his inkstand 
at the head of Satan, is still shown to those 
who care for old legends. 

Without. entering into the merits of this 
story it cannot be denied that the Wartburg 
eastle, which is situated about twenty miles 
distance from Hisenach, the capital of Saxe- 
Weimar, is looked upon throughout Protest- 
ant Germany as the cradle of Lutheranism 
and is revered as such. It is therefore only 
natural that the castle should be selected 
as the one place above all others in Germany 
by the kaiser for quiet religious meditation, 
from which this most interesting of contem- 
porary monarchs issues forth with increased 
development of that species of religious mys- 
ticism which forms so extraordinary a fea- 
ture of his many sided character. 

Tomorrow he will attend at Buckeburg the 
wedding of Princess Caroline of Reuss and 
the grand duke of Saxe-Weimar, who is one 
of the wealthiest of German sovereigns and 
next in line of succession to the throne of 
Holland as long as Queen Wilhelmina re- 
mains childless. It is probable, however, 
that he would waive his rights to the Dutch 


throne if cated upon to succeed thereto, pre-| 


ferring his present sovereignty, which entails 
little trouble and few responsibilities, to the 
crown of Holland and the obligations with 


‘which it is burdened. 


Leopold Woelfling, the eldest son of the 
grand duke of Tuscany, has at length affixed 
his signature to the agreement to which he 
was called upon to consent by Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and according to the terms of 
which he renounces not only his title of 
archduke] but also that of prince of Tus- 
cany, as well as of all his honors, dignities, 
and Austrian nationality in return for an an- 
nual income of $6,000 a year, payable to him 
monthly. 

The ex-archduke has at the same time giv- 
en to the emperor a solemn pledge under no 
circumstances to marry Wilhelmine Adamo- 
vitch, for whose sake, it was understood, 
he originally broke with his relatives. He 
has definitely stated that he has no inten- 
tion of coming to the United States, but that 
he will on the contrary settle down in Switz- 
erland and apply for naturalization there. 
Inasmuch as he has committed no crime in 
the eyes of the law, either Austrian or for- 
eign, there is no valid reason why his appli- 
cation for naturalization should be refused. 


‘King Edward will reach Paris the day after 
tomorrow afternoon from Italy, not at the 
Gare de Lion terminus, but by the station in 
the Bois de Boulogne, where he will be re- 
caived by the president of the republic, who 
will drive him in his state carriage and four 
along the Avenue de Bois de Boulogne and 
down the Champs Elysées to the English em- 
bassy, troops lining the entire route. 

Later in the day the king will visit official- 
ly the president at the Elysée, and after 
dining alome at the embassy will join M. 
Loubet at the Comédie Francaise. 

Saturday afternoon there will béa review 
of the entire Paris garrison for him at Long- 
champs, a dinner by the president at the 
Elysée, 
Opéra. On Sunday the king will lunch with 
the minister of foreign affairs, will give a 
banquet at the English embassy in honor of 
the president, and will leave Paris for Lon- 
don on Monday. 


Lord Alverstock, lord chief justice of Eng- 
land, and one of the most notable members 
of the newly created royal commission to the 
St. Louis exhibition, is perhaps the best 
known to Americans of all the members of 
that body, theugh not under his present 
name.

He has frequently been in this country, fs 
personally acquainted with most of the lead- 
ing public men of the United States, and may 
be said to have had even domestic ties with 
the United States through the marriage of 
his only son (who died last year) to the daugh- 
ter of Sir Francis and Lady Evans, the latter 
being an American girl, daughter of Samuel 
Stevens, the former attorney general of the 
state of New York. |

IN SIX MONTHS. 


Statement Is Made at the Annual 
Meeting in New Jersey Yester- 
day—Profits for 1902 Were Equal to 
2.15 Per Cent on Preferred—Com- 
pany Is. on Business Basis—Finan- 
cial Statement Shows Heavy Ex- 
_penditures for Improvements. 


W. H. Moore informed stockholders of the 
American Can company at the annual meet- 
ing in New Jersey yesterday thatit would be 
proper to begin the payment of dividends on 
the preferred stock within the next six 
months. Hesaid the company had been thor- 
oughly reorganized and was now on a busi- 
ness basis. This is the first official utterance 
with reference to the time when di 
would or should begin. 

The announcement coming from Mn, Moore 
means that such dividend action will be 
taken, since he speaks for the financial man- 
agement of the company. 

The company is now in arrears 14 per cent 
on its preferred stock, being the accumulated 
dividend since the organization two years 
ago. much speculation has in the mean- 
time been indulged in that it took form at 
yesterday’s meeting, when minority stock- 
holders thought experts should go over the 
books of the company, and one of the former 
plant owners, George Seabury, was bitter in 
his remarks, The minority shareholders as- 
eerted that the company should not only have 
paid the 7 per cent dividend on the preferred, 
but should also be earning something on the 
common stock. 

But this position, in view of the statement 
of the president that in two yearsthe number 
of plants of the company had been reduced 
from 128 to thirty-six, is suggestive of iil- 
feeling rather than reason. The American 
Can company was one of the poorest com- 
binations put together, and every plant owner 
was paidan unusually high price. Therecord 
shows the concern had eighty-seven plants 
more than it needed, and’in the last two years 
has been busy getting rid of them. How it 
could be expected to earn much money while 
throwing away its assets does not appear. 

The announcement that dividends might 


bears out the statement made a few weeks 
ago that the company Is now in perfect con- 
lt could 
begin dividends in a small way feeling that 
it would be able to continue earning them. 

The company's fiscal year ended March 31, 
1903. In that period the net profits were 
$886,710, or 2.15 per cent on the preferred 
stock. The surplus for the previous year 
was $1,775,564, or 4.36 per cent on the pre- 
ferred stock. But the first year’s profits were 
a matter of bookkeeping and involved con- 
siderations that do not obtain in the figures 
presented forthe fiscal year just ended, 
Operating expenses were extraordinarily 
heavy, being 96.69 per sins of the total value 
of the product.

President Assman” in his annual report had 
thé following to say concerning the business 
and outlodk of the company: 

“The company does not owe any money 


bills, and is in good financial condition. When 
the company ‘was formed and since then 
there have been taken over 123 plants.

Paris Bus Monopoly’s Trouble. 

The Paris General Omnibus company, 
which has hod a monopoly on surface trans- 
portation in Paris, is beginning to get into 
financial straits. It is accused. of having 
alienated public good will because of its 
monopoly. As showing the effect of this dis- 
position and the competition of electric lines, 
the following is taken from the Paris cor- 
respondence of the London Financial Times: 

‘‘ A striking instance of the downfall of u 
powerful monopoly is supplied by the record 
of the Paris General Omnibus company, 
which in a comparatively short time has 
dropped from affluence almost to poverty. 
Nor, truth to tell, do its misfortunes excite 
an appreciable amount of regret in the minds 
of the Paris public. 

“So long as the company was master of 
all the public conveyances of the city, it 
paid not the slightest regard to the con- 
venience of the resident population or to the 
large number of foreign visitors. It did 
little or nothing to improve its public serv- 
ice; it maintained its antiquated system of 
fares, and succeeded by its exorbitant pre- 
tensions and total disregard of the conven- 
ience of the general public in: making itself 
universally disliked.

FORGERY BY PROXY CHARGED. 


John Schutek Indicted for an Alleged | 
Scheme to Get Possession of a 
Dead Man’s Estate. 


Forgery by proxy is the charge made 
against John Schutek, who was indicted yes- 
terday. The alleged forgery was committed 
after the death of Luka Cajka, whose hame 
was used, and resulted in depriving his widow 
of his savings. The decedent’s brother, 
George Cajka, who actually drew the in- 
strument, was a witness against Schutek. 

The paper, which bears, besides the signa- 
ture of Cajka, the seal of the British consul, 
William Wyndham, and his signature as a 
witness, is a 
Columbia of Nanaimo, B. C., directing the 
bank to pay to Schutek $1,335, which Cajka 
had deposited there. 

The instrument was drawn after Cajka had 
died, and, according to the statement of the 
brother before the grand jury, Schutek 
evolved this plan of securing the dead man's 
money, without waiting the slow process of 
the Probate court.

Low Temperatures Delay Germination 
of Grains Already in Ground—Warm 
Rains and Sunshine Needed to Bring 
Desired Results—Corn Planting Be- 
ing Pushed as Fast as Possible— 
Fruit Prospects Are Improving. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special. ]— 


| Included in the weekly crop report of the 


weather bureau is the following general sum- 
mary: 

Nearly the whole country east of the Rocky 
mountains experienced unseasonably low 
temperatures during the week ending April 
27, and while the rainfall in the central val- 
leys was light, farm work has made slow 
progress im consequence of wet soil and low 
temperatures. The drought in Florida and 
the central and west gulf states, especially 
the last mentioned sections, has grown more 
serious and is over large areas of ground too 
dry to germinate seed. More favorable con- 
ditions prevailed in the states of the upper 
Missouri valley. <As in the previous week, 
corn planting made slow progress, more par- 
ticularly over the central and eastern por- 
tions, of the corn belt and the middle Atlantic 


States. 
Wheat Is All Promising. 


While the condition of winter wheat con- 
tinues promising a slight deterioration is in- 
dicated over the central and eastern portions 
of the wheat belt. 

Spring wheat seeding is well advanced over 
the northern portion of the spring wheat 
region, and under favorable conditions will 
practically be completed in the central dis- 
tricts during the coming week. 

In the Missouri and central Mississippi val- 
leys oat seeding is well advanced, but in the 
Ohtfo valley much seeding remains. Germina- 
tion of early sown in Michigan, Wisconsin, 
amd Illinois is unsatisfactory. The Texas 
‘crop is much in need of rain. 

Warmth is generally needed throughout 
the cotton belt and the central and western 
districts are in urgent need of rain. 

Tobacco plants continue plentiful and 
healthy, though backward, in Kentucky. 
No transplanting yet done except in the Caro- 
| linas, but the plants are ready for setting 
in Tennessee. 

The last week was unfavorable in the fruit 
states east of the Mississippi river. 


Reports by States. 


The special detailed reports from the middle 
Western states are as follows: 

ILLINOIS—Heavy frost on the 234 damaged fruits 
in the central district; considerable progress made 
in plowing for corn, but work is retarded on ac- 
count of heavy soil; oat sowing is practically. fin- 
ished, but much resowing is necessitated; wheat 
crop is slightly deteriorated owing to lack of siin- 
shine and excessive moisture and cold weather. 

INDIANA—Low temperature retarded germina- 
tion of seed growth vegetation; rain and wet 
gound interrupted and delayed sowing of oats, 
planting potatoes, and plowing of corn; the acre- 
age intended for oats will be reduced; the condition 
of wheat, rye, timothy, and old clover continues 
g00d; frost on the 23d slightly injured young clover, 
strawberries, plums, and cherries. 

OHIO—Frosts in some sections not favorable to 
farm work or vegetables; little planting done; 
plowing for corn delaved; much of the oat crop yet 
to be sown, and much reseeding necessary: wheat 
prospect still flattering, though many fields have 
deteriorated from wet, cold weather. 

MICHIGAN—Cold weather checked the growth of 
all vegetation; wheat, rye, and meadows slow, but 
continue promising; early oats germinating slowly; 
sugar beet seeding begun and potato planting be- 
coming general. 

WISCONSIN—With favorable weather the seed- 
ing of spring wheat, rye, oats, and barley will be 
completed this week; germination of early seedings 
retarded by col@weather and rain and snow Thurs- 
day and Friday; winter wheat and rye satisfactory, 

MINNESOTA—Kaxorable week for spring work, 
except short delays due to Ught showers on the 
223d and 24th; wheat and oat seeding everywhere 
we'll advanced: barley seeding progressing well: 
flax seeding and early potato planting begun; cool 
nights retarded germination and growth of grass 
and seeded grain. 

IOWA—With improved conditions seeding is 
practically completed, plowing for corn Is vigor- 
ously pushed; in a few localities corn planting has 
begun; grass and early seeded grain making a good 
stand: little damage reported to fruit from frost. 

MISSOURI—Corn planting still delayed by low 
temperature and wet soil, except In some southern 
and western counties; cotton planting is progress- 
ing more favorably; corn looks yellow; oats doing 
well: wheat being damaged by Insects and rust in 
some southern counties. 

NERBRASKA—Week was dry, with high winds 
and about normal temperatur?: vegetation has 
grown slowly because of dry weather; winter wheat 
and oats have not been damaged, but are needing 
rain: corn planting in progress {n southern portion 
of the state; considerable alfalfa winter killed. 

KANSAS—Cool, dry week; must corn planted 
and early being cultivated in south; wheat in good 
condition: alfalfa growing rapidly; apples in full 
bloom 

ARKANSAS—Dry, cool weather retarded germ- 
ination and growth and generally unfavorable for 
farm work: cotton planting is nearing completion

FACE CONDEMNATION SUITS © 
IN THE GOVERNMENT’S NAME. 


Gas Company and St. Paul Railway to Be 
Made Defendants in Action to Secure 
Land for River Turning Basins. 


That the United States government may 
complete its river improvement plans, two 
rich corporations must soon face condemna- 
tion suits. Proceedings to oust the People’s 
Gas, Light and Coke company and the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway from 
property in the south and north branches 
of the river respectively are awaiting only 
the action of the Illinois legislature in re- 
turning to the general government land 
deeded the state for canal purposes many 
years ago. A bill for this purpose has passed 
the senate and is ready for third reading 
in the house.

INSIST ON EXTRA JUDGES. 


EFFORTS TO HAVE SEVENTEEN 
ELECTED TO CIRCUIT BENCH, 
Mandamus Petition Prepared by Dem< 
ocrats, and Republicans Expected 
to Join Them When the Three Men 
Are Formally Made Candidates—iIn- 
formal Opening of Campaign . at 
Hyde Park Harmony Association 

Lancheon ‘Today. | ‘ 


Every effort will be made to assure the 


election on June 1 of seventeen Circuit court 


judges. Legal steps to that end are being 
taken by Thomas Hoyne, James H. Maher, 
and George Mills Rogers, provisional candl- 
dates on the democratic ticket. They ¢=< 
pect that H. O. Sprogie, E. B. Esher, and L. 
D. Condee, the three republicans, will unite 
with them after the county committee settles 
their candidacies. It will probably do tha{ 
at a meeting called by Chairman Conway 
for 1 o'clock this afternoon at the headquar- 
ters in Fifth avenue. 

The three lawyers picked by the caucus com- 
mittee and slated on Saturday are said to 
have positive assurance that they will Be 
named, and that their nominations will be 
certified to the county clerk. The certificates 
of the three democrats, signed by E. M. La- 
hiff as secretary of the democratic judicial 
convention, were filed during the day. 


Mandamus Petition Ready. 

A petition for a mandamus compelling the 
county clerk and the boaré of election com- 
missioners to print the names of Hoyne, 
Maher, and Rogers on the official ballots is 
ready and probably will be filed in the Circuit 


or the Superior court today. It was prepared 


by Shirley T. High, employed to take charge 
of the case, and Thomas Hoyne. Both ex- 
pressed the hope that it would not be neces- 
sary to mandamus anybody. They believe 
that if the republican committee goes ahead 
and nominates three candidates, that act 
practically will remove all doubt as to their 
names being put on the official baliot. 

The petition on which application for man- 
damus will be made recites that the law of 
1901 increasing the number of Circuit judges 
in Cook county was constitutional, notwith- 
standing the Supreme court’s ruling to the 
contrary; that the increase in population, as 
provided by the constitution, creates the 
additional judgeships. It takes the ground 
that if theré are candidates running for the 
places those receiving the highest maa 
of votes will be elected and can compel the 
courts to seat them. - 


Informal Opening Today. 


The republican candidates nominated at — 


the First regiment armory will be the guests 
of the Hyde Park Harmony association at 
luncheon today. It will virtuaMy be the 
opening, in an Informa! way, of the judicial 
campaign. Each candidate present will be 
given the opportunity to make a_ short

As the call for the. election must be out 
and in the hands of township. supervisors 
thirty days before election y, County 
Clerk Oleson will issue it on Saturday. No- 
body seems to have reached any definite 
conclusions as yet on the kind of campaign 
either party will have to make. Several of 
the candidates in both camps think it ad- 
visable to stump the county and get ac- 
quainted with the people. Some of the old 
judges have no desire to go out and make 
speeches. The talk is that a lively contest 
probably will develop; that every candidate 
against whom a fight is made will be in the 
field.

After investigating the banquet at the 
Grand Pacific hotel given by Herbert S. Mills 
while the latter was a prisoner, Jailer Whit- 
man finds it was brought about by a trick.
